The executions of tbe three men 


will climax sensational careers of 
crime which began with truency 
and ended in a wiiirlwind of ab- 
ducticn, burglary, hold-ups, rape 
and murder, according to their po- 
lice records. 


Their criminal careers culminat- 


ed on the night of June 27. That 
night they held up a prominent 
Mansfield real cscate dealer in his 
own car. Taking him to a desert- 
ed farm house they left him there 
bound and gagged and proceeded 
t6~ "Gallon in their victim's automo- 
bile; 


"At Galion they attempted to 


rob WQcox's station and during 
the hold-up they shot him down in 
' front of his 19-year-old wife when 


he opened fire on them. They es- 
caped, and Wileox was taken to a 
hospital -where he lay paralyzed 
until August 5 when he diecL 


On July 4, the trio abducted a 


Mansfield girl from an automobile 
stranded 
along a country road 


while her escort had gone for gas- 
oline. They took her ten railes 
away where they made a brutal 
attack upon her and then aban- 
doned her.
